236. Bibliographies on Modern Language Teaching: the present position and a projected "universal" compilation* 





Bibliographies of a sort that can be of use to teachers of modern languages fall into two main classes: there 
are the standard critical bibliographies produced as works of erudition, usually bulky and expensive, and often 
hard to come by except in the larger libraries; there are, secondly, the listings which considerate or conscien- 
tious writers of books on some aspect or other of modern language teaching append to their works. 


Among modern ancestors of books of the first-named category are Methods of Teaching Modern Languages 
by C.H. Handschin, World Book Co., 1923, and An Annotated Bibliography of Modern Language Methodology, by 
Milton A. Buchanan and E,D. Macphee, Toronto, 1928, 








These works, one American and one Canadian, were prepared in leisurely fashion in the years preceding the 
famous American-Canadian Report on Modern Language Teaching which was to shake one branch of the teaching 
profession out of its complacency. They are chiefly useful for their very detailed analysis of the theories of the 
great language teaching pioneers who flourished during the last quarter of the nineteenth and the first quarter of 
the twentieth centuries. Anybody who really wants to know what Gouin, Viétor, Winkler, Sayce, Alge, Adams and 
their innumerable contemporaries really stood for will here find satisfactory answers. Many present-day fashions 
in language teaching were first formulated by these earlier writers, who were for the most part practical teachers 
themselves and who cannot fail to strike the modern reader by the common-sense nature of their recommendations. 


An Analytical Bibliography of Modern Language Teaching, 1927-1932, compiled for the Committee on Modern 
Language Teaching by Algernon Coleman with the assistance of Agnes Jacques, the University of Chicago Press, 
Chicago, 1933, not only carried the bibliographical task forward into the fourth decade of this century but was to 
prove so successful that two further volumes followed: Volume II, covering the period i932-1937, which was 
published by the same press and under the direction of the same compiler in 1938, and Volume III covering the 
years 1937-1942 which was assembled after Professor Coleman's death and published by the King's Crown Press, 
Columbia University, New York, in 1949. Though these three volumes are regular treasure-houses of infor- 
mation, they suffer from a distinctly one-sided emphasis on books and articles which originally appeared in 
North America. Because of their sheer mass, American titles are of course bound to occupy a good deal of 
space in any bibliography, but European research in the field of modern language teaching - under less unhealthy 
professional pressure - has not been by any means sterile. 





Modern Foreign Languages and Their Teaching, by Robert D. Cole and James Burton Tharp, Appleton- 
Century Crafts, Inc., New York, 1931, second edition 1937, shares the same continental bias with a section 
headed "European Methodology" containing only eight titles. However, in this case, it was clearly stated that 
the object was to discuss the problem only as it affected the United States of America, and that only from 1920 
on. Unlike the other two works discussed, this one is not a "pure" bibliography but includes its great mass of 
valuable titles in footnotes, in listings at the ends of chapters and in appendices, particularly in Appendix B 
which provides "suggestive titles in the hope that teachers and their pupils may have a guide to their reading and 
library -building". 





Crossing the Atlantic one cannot fail to mention The Teaching of Modern Languages by the Incorporated Asso- 
ciation of Assistant Masters in Secondary Schools, University of London Press Ltd,, 1949. Here is a book for 
teachers and by teachers, and it is not surprising that a second edition should have been issued in 1952, In this 
book the bibliographical material finds its place in an appendix classified under such headings as Methods, 
Linguistics, Periodicals, Phonetics, Dictionaries, Histories of Literature, with further subdivisions under the 
modern languages most usually taught in the United Kingdom: French, German, Italian, Russian, Spanish, If 
there is one possible criticism of this useful bibliography it is that, except for the general section on methods, the 
United States contribution is consistently under-represented. 





Didactique des Langues vivantes by Fr. Closset, Marcel Didier, Brussels and Paris, 1950, like the work 
described in the preceding paragraph, gives very adequate representation to contributions from Western Europe. 
In this case, the countries particularly well covered are Belgium, France, Germany, the Netherlands and the 
United Kingdom. But again there is something of an American vacuum and the bibliographical lists, though ex- 
tensive, suffer from some inaccuracies and individual items are occasionally incomplete. 





It can at least be said of all the bibliographies, or works containing bibliographies, mentioned above, that 
they are pre-eminently useful and practical, Modern language methodology has, however, become so complex 
in the last fifteen or twenty.years that the enquiring student or teacher has to turn increasingly to specialized 
works dealing with 4 single topic, be it audio-visual aids, tests and measurements, the effect of bilingualism, 
basic vocabularies, intensive methods, and so on, 
* Titles mentioned in the text are listed at the end of the essay together with additional bibliographical information. 
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A fashionable theme is second-language teaching, which in large areas of the world means the teaching of 
English as a second language. Second-Language Learning by Harold B. Dunkel, Ginn and Company, 1948, is 
of course, a classic in this field and it happens to include at the end an unusually valuable selective bibliography 
which applies not only to the subject of the book but to the wider field of modern language teaching in general. 
Users of this bibliography should pay special attention to titles followed by (B) - this symbol indicating that these 
works embody in their turn worth-while bibliographies on special subjects. 





A slightly more recent bibliography in this field is References for Teachers of English as a Foreign Language 
by Reginald C. Reindorp, Bernice M. Boswell and George I, Sanchez, the University of Texas Press, 1949, This 
bibliography, though complete in itself, gives special emphasis to the teaching of English to Latin Americans and 
was issued as "Inter-American Education Occasional Papers, IV". Dr. Reindorp, one of the co-authors, is at 
present Head of the Unesco Technical Assistance Mission in Ecuador and has instituted language teaching 
seminars in the University of Quito. 








The most striking feature common to all these studies, critical or analytical, general or specialized, is their 
continental insularity. It is almost as if the Atlantic were still crossed only by infrequent sailing vessels and 
scholarly information had to be passed on, if at all, by semaphore. This is emphatically not a situation which 
exists in the case of the natural or social sciences, and this methodological iron curtain hanging somewhere in 
mid-Atlantic seems largely due to two major fallacies: the American view that European language teaching is 
hide-bound and old-fashioned; the European view that the United States of America, being officially a monolingual 
country, has no need to concern itself seriously with language teaching problems and probably does not bother to 
do so. 


But the gulf between Europe and America is not the only one to militate against a proper universality in our 
knowledge of language teaching and its methods. Asia, to Western methodologists, is just a blank area on the 
map. Yet almost a generation has elapsed since pioneers like Faucett, Palmer, West and others sowed the seed 
of their doctrines in Japan and India, and it is only reasonable to suppose that their disciples in these countries 
have not been sitting idle. Moreover, new problems have brought new areas and new countries into the stream of 
production, In the Middle East, Israel, in the Antipodes, Australia, have had to cope with the general question of 
acculturation for tens and hundreds of thousands of migrants speaking a score of different tongues. This has 
called for the devising of new language teaching techniques or the skilful adaptation of old ones, 


To meet the need that would seem to exist for a really universal bibliography of modern language teaching 
without continental bias and without, it is to be hoped, too many blank spaces on the map, a bibliographical 
experiment will be conducted at the Unesco International Seminar on the Contribution of the Teaching of Modern 
Languages towards Education for Living ina World Community, which is being held at Nuwara Eliya, Ceylon, 
from 3 to 28 August of this year. This experiment is planned to cover several stages. Stage one, which is now 
being completed, involved the preparation by the Secretariat of Unesco of a bibliographical first draft made up 
from standard sources and from information received from educational contacts in Member States. Stage two 
will take place at Nuwara Eliya itself, when this Working Bibliography is subjected to the scrutiny of the Seminar 
participants who will be asked to add, subtract and emend. Stage three, still fairly far away in the future, would 
presumably consist of a further check of "national" items by National Commissions or Ministries of Education of 
the Member States concerned, and a cross-check of "subjects" by qualified experts. 





This Unesco Working Bibliography of modern language teaching is at present being compiled under the follow- 
ing subject headings: 





A. The humanistic aspect of the teaching of modern languages. 

B. The teaching of modern languages as a key to the understanding of other civilizations and peoples. 
C. The methodology of language teaching. 

D. Audio-visual aids, 

E. The psychological aspects of language teaching, including tests and measurements. 


F, The training of modern language teachers. 


A seventh section (G) includes general works lying outside the six specific divisions. 
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Besides the limitations of category there is a further limitation intime, The Working Bibliography will 
largely confine itself to the research of the last fifteen years - a particularly fruitful period. Exceptions will, 
of course, be made for "classics" which appeared before 1938, but even here some useful winnowing can be 
done. The final form this Bibliography will take is still a matter for study and consultation, but it is hoped that 
when it does appear it will make a useful contribution not only to the field of modern language teaching but to the 
larger field of international understanding as well.

With the index, the volume makes accessible to students of 
education a large body of research findings pertaining to many different subjects.

A survey of the legal provisions of different countries relating to communicable diseases in schools, based 
on a study of legislation enacted between 1947 and 1951 and published or quoted in the International Digest 
of Health Legislation. The survey, which does not pretend to be complete, includes the diseases generally 
mentioned in the legal texts: chicken-pox, diphtheria, dysentery, measles, meningococcal meningitis, 
mumps, poliomyelitis, rubella, scarlet fever, small-pox, typhoid fever and whooping cough. Tables are 
provided showing the periods of isolation and quarantine in the various countries for the prevention and 
control of each disease. It is pointed out that prevention is gradually becoming more important than 
quarantine measures. There is marked divergence in the different legal provisions, mainly due to factors 
which vary from country to country, suchas: the different level of development of public health services 
and of school medical services; the presence or absence of adequate laboratory services; the lack of 
accurate data concerning the incubation periods of specific communicable diseases, and the introduction 
of antibiotics and sulfonamides in the treatment of such diseases. 
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Corey, Stephen M., Halverson, Paul M. and Lowe, Elizabeth. ‘Teachers Prepare for Discussion Group 
Leadership. New York, Teachers College, 1953. 34 pp. No price given. 


Describes a method used by a group of teachers to increase their competence as discussion group leaders, 
Some of the leadership problems dealt with are: beginning a meeting; building an agenda; dealing with the 
excessive talker; handling conflict within the group; keeping things moving; keeping to the subject; the 
dominating leader; closing the meeting. After a general survey of the procedure and its value, the text 

of the tape recording used as a basis for the leadership training session is reproduced together with the 
evaluation forms used during and after training.

of the Ecole Nationale des Langues Orientales. The new centre will undertake research work and produce 
both teaching materials and specialized field workers.

It also includes figures showing the cost of introducing universal compulsory education, 
and states that because -f the increase in expenditure and in the number of teachers this would have to be 
done by stages.

Begun in 1949 as a pilot project, the scheme is located ina district north of Zomba covering 102 square 
miles, with a population of approximately 16,000. One of the most interesting features of the project is 
the team approach. The administrative head of the District is responsible for the operation of the scheme 
and for co-ordinating the work of the various team members: officers in agriculture, women's welfare, 
public works, mass education, medical aid, etc. During the year under review, there has been a steady 
increase in integration of effort. There is a widespread demand for educational facilities for children and 
to Some extent for older people. To remedy the shortage of schools, Kwaca (or literacy) Centres have 
been developed, chiefly for children, for whom a progressive increase in primary school accommodation 
has been planned. According to the 1951 census, 55% of the men and 91% of the women were illiterate. 
Without lessening concentration on the young it has been decided to carry out experimental literacy work 
among women, with a view to planning a much wider effort in 1953.

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The Inter-American Seminar on Vocational Education 1952 was jointly sponsored by the Organization of 
American States, the International Labour Office, the Government of the United States of America 
(Institute of Inter-American Affairs and U.S. Office of Education) and the University of Maryland. 
Educators from nineteen Latin American countries, and also from Belgium, Burma, England, Iraq, 
Liberia, the Philippines, Switzerland, Thailand and the United States of America worked in five groups 
studying the following topics: (1) Scope and Aims of Vocational Education - Inter-American Co-operation; 
(2) Agricultural Education; (3) Industrial Education; (4) Business Education; and (5) Education for 
Home and Family Life. The studies were co-ordinated with regard to common problems, and each group 
prepared a report which was submitted to plenary sessions of the Seminar for discussion and approval. 


This document, the final corrected edition of the reports of the working groups, represents the co-ordina- 
ted study and the findings of the delegates and observers, working with advisers and specialists from the 
Americas and Europe. Educationists interested in furthering the development of vocational education in 
the Americas will find the general conclusions stimulating and constructive.

It also gives the basic laws and regulations, curricula, and 
lists of normal schools and other institutions where teachers are trained or receive further training.

Gives the findings and recommendations of an Economic and Technical Mission organized by the International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development in collaboration with the Government of Cuba, Chapter 18 deals 
with educational problems - describes the situation in brief, estimates the extent of educational opportunity 
in Cuba, shows why the present system is inadequate, and recommends specific improvements. In par- 
ticular the committee recommends the establishment of a Civic Committee on Educational Development 

to review the Cuban educational system and proposes both immediate and long-term improvements. The 
chapter on health (Chapter 19) is also of interest to educators.

An outline in Portuguese of the development of the rural education programme initiated by the Mexican 
Government in 1921. The movement has had three distinct phases: (1) 1921 - 1934, emphasis on the 
social function of education and the assimilation of the various Indian groups; (2) 1935 - 1941, Mexican 
education becomes officially socialist; (3) 1942 to the present, the chief objective of education is the 
formation of a national spirit, with emphasis on the ideals of democracy and the awareness of living in 
a world community. The Cultural Missions have been the spear-head of this movement and there are 
interesting figures illustrating the growth of the system: in 1923 there was only one Cultural Mission 
but 72 were functioning in 1950; in 1924 there were 1. 044 rural schools with 1, 105 teachers and 65, 329 
pupils enrolled, while in 1947 there were 13, 700 rural schools with 22, 316 teachers and 1, 054, 289 pupils. 
The budget for rural education has also been considerably increased. Chapter III analyses the present 
situation from the administrative and technical standpoints, describing the organization and work of the 
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Cultural Missions and the Literacy Campaign. Chapter IV explains how rural education has grown as a 
social implication of agrarian reform. The author concludes that rural education in Mexico - an educa- 
tion intended to benefit all members of the community - fulfils the ideals of Fundamental Education as 
advocated by Unesco. There are bibliographical references for each chapter.

The Peruvian Ministry of Education and the Institute of Inter-American Affairs have been carrying out a 

joint educational programme since 1945; in 1950 the basic agreement was extended for 5 years, thus 

permitting more extensive planning and the setting of long-term objectives. This report describes the 

educational situation in Peru and reviews the diverse aspects of the co-operation between the Institute 

and the Ministry. The nuclear schools project has continued to receive a great deal of attention. Another 
interesting project is the new Escuela Normal Central (Central Teachers! College), being built in the ] 
Rimac Valley some 50 kilometres from Lima, a site specially chosen as a "sample area". This institu- 

tion will have curricula drawn up with special reference to the challenging educational problems of Peru; 

it is also expected to function as a production centre for teaching materials intended for all levels of | 
education; it should help to solve the serious shortage of trained teachers. The report gives further 

information on. projects in teacher training, rural and technical education and on the financing of the 1951 
programme. One appendix gives statistics on education at the elementary, secondary and higher levels 

with an analysis of wastage and retardation; another the texts of the agreements and projects that govern 

the joint operations of the Institute of Inter-American Affairs and the Peruvian Government through the 

Servicio Cooperativo Peruano-Norteamericano de Educacion.

Reaffirming that adults,too, can learn, and can apply their learning in such a way as to improve the social 
and economic situation which confronts them in urban and rural environments all over the world, this book 
maintains, however, that effective learning largely depends on the provision of better trained teachers 
and educational materials adapted to adult needs. 


The book is divided into two parts: the first deals with the philosophy and psychology of adult education, 
adult interests, the training of teachers for adult education work, methods and techniques of adult educa- 
tion, the teaching of reading and writing to adults, and the preparation of reading materials for use in 
adult education projects; the second describes in some detail the various adult education projects opera- 
ted by public and private agencies in Puerto Rico, and recommends specific steps which might be taken 
to improve the quality of adult education in this territory. 


Part One is of particular interest because it presents the findings of many research workers in the adult 
education field, together with suggestions for their adaptation to a Spanish-speaking area which serves as 
a bridge between the Anglo-Saxon and Hispanic cultures of the New World. 


In the chapter on the teaching of reading, the global method is advocated and great emphasis is placed on 
the development of reading readiness. In the teaching of writing, the manuscript or printscript style is 
favoured, but teachers are urged to let the students themselves determine whether they will use this or 
the cursive style. It is also suggested that writing be taught concurrently with reading, and that instruc- 
tion in writing be individualized to the fullest extent possible. 


The chapter on the preparation of reading materials recommends that materials prepared to teach adults 

how to read should be based on subjects of adult interest; that full use should be made of all scientific 

data available concerning vocabulary, levels of difficulty, illustrations, type size, length of line, number | 
of words per page, accuracy of content, chromatic preferences, etc.; and that a graduated and integrated 

series of pre-primers, primers and supplementary readers should be planned and produced to form a 

genuine reading programme,

One of the most powerful motivations of all human behaviour is the enhancement of self-respect; this 
study asserts that the group is a means to the attainment of this goal, rather than an end in itself. The 
study is designed to show how adults in an urban environment are creating their own groups to secure 

the conditions of freedom necessary for this personal development, how they are discovering opportunities 
for voluntary public service, and how they are succeeding. The Institute of Adult Education, Teachers' 
College, Columbia University, is arranging for similar studies of group activities in rural communities. 


Division of University Extension, 
Using Education in your Union - a Special Three-Day Conference for Local Unions and Central Bodies 
in the State of Illinois, 5 - 7 June 1952, Urbana, Ill., The University.

This summary stresses the need of an education programme for the effective working of a local union, or 
central labour body, and the responsibilities of an active union education committee. The main types of 
union education programmes, with the techniques commonly employed in their execution, are described; 
some practical suggestions for initiating and carrying on such programmes are followed by a list of 
resources which can assist in their implementation, Finally, there is an annotated list of labour films, 
filmstrips and sound slide-films (filmstrips with accompanying records) which may be borrowed from 
the University of Illinois by schools, unions, and other outside groups. A catalogue of 4, 000 film titles 
in the University's general collection is obtainable from the Visual Aids Service (203 Arcade Building, 
Champaign, Ill. ), price 50 cents a copy. 


Kilander, H.F. Health Services in City Schools. Washington, D.C., Govt. Print. Off., 1952. 68 pp. 
(U.S. Office of Education. Bulletin 1952, No. 20.) $0.25 





The third in a series of studies initiated in 1930 by the Office of Education. Undertaken in co-operation 
with the Public Health Service of the Federal Security Agency and the American Medical Association, it 
shows the present position of many phases of school health services in 3, 343 cities of the Continental 
United States having a population of 2,500 or more. Certain trends are also indicated, 


About half the booklet consists of statistical tables illustrating conditions in the school health service, 
the number of children examined and the extent to which parents co-operate. 


The study shows that there has been a considerable increase in the last 10 years in the number of schools 
with health services and in the scope of their programmes, but that much still needs to be done if the 

30, 000, 000 schoolchildren of the United States of America are to have adequate school health service 
programmes. 


Tennessee Valley Authority. The TVA Programme, A Bibliography of Selected Readings. Compiled by 
Bernard L. Foy. Knoxville, Tennessee, 1951. 24 pp. No price given. 





This includes the standard books on the Tennessee Valley programme as well as official documents and 
articles in newspapers and periodicals. 


After the two introductory sections giving documentation on the historical background and general works, 
titles are listed for the most important subjects, e.g. educational relationships, flood control, power 
utilization - to mention only a few. An appendix contains bibliographies for further reference, lists films

Before 1883, schools of this type provided 
practically all secondary education for Australian boys. According to the latest figures in this book, 
there are forty-five independent schools throughout the country.

Prepared at the request of the Ministry of National Education, this study is a comprehensive survey of 
present-day educational organization in France, It covers administrative services, primary, secondary, 
higher, technical and agricultural education, fine arts, adult education, physical education and sport, 
education in French overseas territories and associated States, and French educational institutions in 
foreign countries. Under these headings relevant information is given on legislation, administration, 
types of schools (including the famous specialized institutes of higher learning, the "grandes écoles"), 
curricula, examinations, recruitment of teachers and the qualifications required, school buildings and 
equipment, finance, social services, etc. The study mentions private educational establishments at all 
levels. Useful diagrams illustrate the organization of the administrative services and their inter- 
relationships, the courses open to French children from 3 to 20 years of age, and the organization of 

the national educational documentation centre (Centre national de documentation pédagogique). There are 
statistics giving enrolment figures and the numbers of schools at all levels in metropolitan France, 





The introduction, dealing with guiding principles and general structure includes a brief outline of the 
history of education in France, and throughout the work there is similar attention to historical per- 
spective. As a corollary to this study of past development the authors deal in their conclusion with the 
question of possible lines of advance and school reform,
